WHAT “ANARCHISM” MEANS 


Yet this Catalonia, which is thus 
giving a lead both in the way to end 
the war and in the way of recon- 
struction—feverish transformation of 
the economic, social, and_ political 
structure of the region is such that it 
has already been described as 
“Western Europe’s first Communist 
State”—is an anarchist Catalonia. 

For those for whom the word has 
terrifying associations this definition 
of “anarchism” has been given: 

“The organization of society 
without the State and without 
private property. 

“The nuclei of organization, about 
which will be built up the economic 
life of the future, exist already in 
society; they are the syndicate, the 
spontaneous grouping of workers in 
factories and all kinds of collective 
undertakings, and the free munici- 
pality, the spontaneous grouping of 
the people in towns and villages. 

“These organizations take collec- 
tive possession of private property 
and regulate the economic life of 
each locality.”

Moves to Alleviate Suffering 


War Resisters’ International 
Decision 


HILE the moves already des- 

cribed are being made, the ter- 
rible suffering and hardship caused 
have reached alarming proportions, 
and an appeal has been issued by the 
General Relief Fund for Distressed in 
Spain, of 36 Grosvenor Place. Lon- 
don, S.W.1. 

The appeal is under the patronage 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury, the 
Archbishop of Westminster, Dr. Sid- 
ney Berry (Free Churches), Dr. A. 
Fleming (Church of Scotland), and 
Dr. J. H. Hertz (Chief Rabbi), is 
essentially non-political and non-de- 
nominational, and is made entirely on 
humanitarian grounds. 

The War Resisters’ International 
has been keeping in as close touch as 
possible with its representative, Prof. 
José Brocca, who is now working in 
Valencia. 

Owing to difficulties in the way of 
other forms of assistance for children 
in Spain, it has been proposed to Prof. 
Brocca that he should be supplied 
direct with financial assistance, in 
which the International would have 
the full cooperation of the Peace 
Pledge Union. Although this decision 
may have to be modified at any time, 
it is intended to collect money for re- 
lief work as quickly as possible. 

Professor Gilbert Murray, Mr. 
Vyvyan Adams, the Rev. Leslie 
Weatherhead, and Professor Harold 
Laski are among the signatories of an 
appeal issued last week on behalf of 
the Friends of Spain, a British society 


“for the defence of political liberty,” 
whose address is Sentinel House, 
Southampton Row. London, W.C.1. 

In reply to the Spanish Govern- 
ment’s request (reported in last week's 
PEACE NEWS) for League assistance, 
the Secretary-General has appointed 
two members of the League’s health 
organizations to go at once to Val- 
encia, where they will stay for a short 
time. 

Diplomatic activity is still chiefly 
concerned with the working of the 
Non-Intervention Agreement, and the 
Russian Government last week de- 
clared its readiness to join the Anglo- 
French proposal for the prohibition of 
“volunteers,” on certain conditions. 


GERMANY’S ATTITUDE 


Meanwhile no official reply has (up 
to the time of going to press) been 
forthcoming from Germany or Italy. 
It has been suggested that Germany 
might ask for the imposition of such 
conditions as would make the exten- 
sion of non-intervention to “volun- 
teers” virtually impossible in practice. 

Recent “incidents“ and “re- 

prisals” in which the German 
Navy has figured also appear to 
indicate that the German Gov- 
ernment is not prepared to with- 
draw from the position it has 
taken up over the Spanish 
conflict. 

In the U.S.A. special legislation was 
hurried through Congress on Wednes- 
day empowering the President to pro- 
hibit shipment of war materials to 
Spain, as the existing Neutrality Act 
does not apply to civil conflicts.

Some attempt at least is being made, 
even at this early stage, to act on the 
principle of “‘from each according to 
his ability, to each according to his 
need.” Though not based on non- 
violence. violence is not essential to 
the system. 


"THE veteran journalist estimated 
that the country needs “a Terri- 
torial Army for home defence of 
500.000 men, and a standing Army at 
least as large with automatically in- 

creasing reserves behind it.” 
He suggested six months’ training 
in the Regular Army for conscripts,

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after which they would pass into a 
first class Reserve with a short annual 
training “to keep them up to date.” 
Compulsory service in a_ properly 
equipped and armed Territorial Army 
was also proposed. 

Such a scheme. claims Robert 
Blatchford, “would provide us quickly 
with a large and good citizen army, 
and it might give the necessary im- 
petus to recruiting for the standing 
Army.” 

HELPING RECRUITING 
A disclosure of what was stated to 

be the War Office plan had appeared 
in News Review only three days pre- 
viously, and a certain amount of simi- 
larity exists between the alleged plan 
and the proposals quoted. 

The scheme was reported to 
provide “for attachment, for a 
six-week period. to regular and 
territorial units in this country, 
with several yearly repetition 
services of a fortnight each.” 
Amid all the talk of compulsory 

training. attempts to stimulate recruit- 
ing continue to be made. The coop- 
eration of employers is being sought 
in these efforts, and as but one of 
many such instances may be quoted 
the case of the Eagle, Star and British 
Dominions Insurance Company, which 
has decided that 

“up to I4 days spent in camp as 

Territorials will not. in future, be 

counted as part of the summer 

holidays of the staff.” 

Full salaries are to be paid and 
some hundreds of men are said to 
be affected. The Secretary for War 
heard of this company’s announce- 
ment with “the greatest pleasure.” 

The unemployed, of course, form 
a potential source of conscripts, and 
a retired Admiral, Sir John Green. is 
reported to have urged at a meeting 
of the Scottish Conservative Club and 
the Navy League in Edinburgh that 
“these young men who stand at 
street corners should be forced 
into trying two years with the 
colours instead of drawing dole 
which they never earn.” 

After the unemployed, come—foot- 
ballers! Strong opposition has been 
offered against a scheme to induce 
professional footballers to join the 
Territorial Army, which recently came 
before managers of Football League 
clubs. An alternative plan seems 
likely. 


MAKING BRITAIN FIT 

The deplorable physical conditions 
of such recruits as have offered their 
services is behind the drive for a 
“fitter Britain.” Sir Kingsley Wood, 
Minister of Health, declared last week 
that “there will, of course, be no 
question of compulsion.” 

Meanwhile correspondence pub- 
lished in The Times has suggested 
some reasons for the dearth of 
recruits. One letter, which appeared 
on Tuesday, pointed out “that the 
modern, well-educated recruit is in- 
telligent enough to know what he is 
worth,” while a writer last week de- 
clared that “recruits are not forth- 
coming because unemployment is less 
rife. ‘class consciousness’ is stronger 
than most people think, and because 
the youth's impression of modern 
warfare is Passchendaele and Ypres.” 


“TREASON” 

An allegation that people hindering 
recruiting were “morally guilty of 
treason against the State’? was made 
last week by Mr. T. Levy, Conserva- 
tive M.P. for Elland. Mr. George 
Lansbury refuted this charge in a 
speech during the week-end, and

END TO “SANCTIONS 
INTERLUDE” 


Anglo-Italian Agreement 


Signed 

AWN end to the strain in Anglo- 

Italian relations which was 
brought about by the imposition of 
sanctions during the Ethiopian war, 
was marked by the signing in Rome 
last Saturday of a declaration “con- 
cerning assurances with regard to the 
Mediterranean.” 

The declaration recognizes 
“that the freedom of entry into, 
exit from, and transit through 
the Mediterranean is a vital in- 
terest both to . .. the British 
Empire and to Italy, and that 
these interests are in no way in- 
consistent with each other.” 
Both countries also disclaim any de- 

sire to modify “the status quo as 
regards national sovereignty of terri- 
tory in the Mediterranean area.” and 
“undertake to respect each other’s 
rights and interests” in that area. The 
declaration followed an exchange of 
Notes in Rome, the Italian Note 
assuring the British Government that 
they had not engaged in negotiations 
with General Franco whereby the 
status quo in the Western Mediter- 
ranean would be altered. 

Signor Gayda (Mussolini's “meouth- 
piece”) is reported to have indicated 
the need for an understanding between 
the two countries in view of the fact 
that the path to oversea possessions 
of both lies through the Mediter- 
ranean, the Suez Canal, and the Red 
Sea. In this connexion, it may be 
recalled that an Italian party ob- 
tained a concession for the entire sea- 
port of Assada el Fayel (near British 
Aden) only a few weeks ago. 

Comments on the new  declara- 
tion may be summarized as follows: 

Britain: So far as British policy 
governs the situation there, there is 
no Mediterranean country to which 
it would not be possible for the 
British Government to offer the same 
assurances tomorrow. (The Times.} 

Italy: The claim is made that fresh 
proof has been furnished of Italy’s 
spirit of collaboration and desire to 
improve international relations. It is 
pointed out there will be no weaken- 
ing of the ties with Berlin. 

Germany: Satisfaction is expressed, 
together with the hope that Britain 
may become more favourably inclined 
toward General Franco. 

France: Satisfaction at the declara- 
tion is general. 

Turkey: The acting Foreign Min- 
ister, speaking before the declaration 
was signed, said it was expected that 
such an agreement would greatly 
strengthen security in the Mediter- 
ranean.

lished, this does not mean there is 
nothing for you to do. 

There are opportunities for you 
which you ought not to miss. They 
may seem small and negligible. 


But you must be alert to recognize 
them and take advantage of them 
because they come within the reach 
of every man and woman quite con- 
stantly, whoever he or she may be: 
and having made a start you must 
follow them up.

Air Raid Drills Don’t Worry 
The Japanese

air raid “precautions,” and so on. 
of similar activity. 

The army recently published figures 
on the physical condition of con- 
scripts in connection with the cam- 
paign to improve the health of the 
people. 

Tuberculosis, always a threat in 
Japan, has increased nearly 20 
times since 1890 (the population 
doubled in that period). The nation’s 
youth is growing taller and thinner. 


Air raid drills, lasting for four days 
and four nights, have been concluded. 
About 70,000 members of the Tokyo 
Defence Association took part in the 
manoeuvres. 


The public in general seemed to be 
curious and slightly amused. The 
air defence authorities were greatly 
grieved at the casual attitude of the 
populace. 


From Tokyo comes the following news 


They charged that “some of the 
people put out the lights and went 
to bed instead of putting on dim- 
mers and thinking on the seri- 
ousness of the situation, and 
others went out and enjoyed the 
cool breeze in the darkness.” 
The great excitement and extreme 

elation which swept over Japan over 
the fact that the Olympics were 
going there in 1940 was not shared 
by the War Minister. General H. 
Terauchi. 

He is reported as saying that “to 
make such a fuss over something like 
the Olympics is not becoming to a 
great people.” The General is dis- 
turbed that “the national emergency” 
is not at present uppermost in the 
minds of the people. 


Peasants Know All About 
Military “ Glory’’ 


HAT pacifism is widespread and 

deep rooted in the Balkans, par- 
ticularly in parts of Bulgaria and 
Yugoslavia is the contention of John 
Brown, the author of widely read 
travel books, after a tour of these 
countries. 


“On the way to Sofia,” writes this 
observant traveller, “I fell in with the 
ski champion of Bulgaria, a sturdy 
young man who had had an excellent 
education. 


“ Pacifism is strong in Bulgaria, he 
told me, and the elders on the 
village councils, who wield tremen- 
dous influence in this land . of 
peasants, are mostly  ex-soldiers 
who know the realities of military 
‘glory.’ 

“His views were confirmed by 
my experiences in Gorna-Djumaya 
and the Rose _ Valley. ... The 
abolition of general military service 
by the Treaty of Neuilly has also 
contributed to a change of atmos- 
phere.” 

This British traveller’s accounts of 
Yugoslavia are also significant. At 
Serajeveo, he reports, 


“I stayed in a Moslem _ house- 
hold, and my host told me that the 
Bosnian workers and trades people 
were thoroughly permeated with 
pacifist views. He was keen to 
know the state of feeling about war 
preparations in the west, and was 
surprised when I told him the 
strength of the pacifist organiza- 
tions in France and Britain.” 


Along the Montenegrin frontier he 
also found much anti-war sentiment. 


“One of the workers, who had 
a wealth of expletives, assured me 
that neither dictators nor guns 
would drag him or his friends to 
another war. 

“The young men would have to 
go, but they had heard enough 
already to open their eyes. In the 
village inns, which were the only 
social centres in southern Serbia, 
they had been talking about stop- 
ping wars for years, he said.”

Alexandria.—In order to work more 
effectively against the rising tide ot 
war and preparedness for war, in 
which Egypt is becoming more and 
more engulfed, the peace groups of the 
Land of the Nile have formed a 
united front. 


Differences of opinion, stategy, and 
field of operation remain, but there 
is much common ground. An Egyp- 
tian Association for Peace has been 
formed, which is affiliated to the 
World Association for Peace. 


This new united peace front pub- 
lishes an excellent bulletin in French 
called Bulletin du  Rassemblement 
Egyptien pour la Paix. Each group 
presents its point of view and special 
interest, from advocacy of the League 
of Nations, the economic basis of war, 
and anti-militarism, to opposition to 
the Nazi race doctrines.—Nofrontier

A Renewed Call to Deepen 
Conviction 


“The growing urgency of the inter- 
national situation is a renewed call to 
every public effort we can make, 
while yet there is time. It is also a 
renewed call to the deepening of our 
own conviction.”

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT 


AND WAR 
Two Expressions of 
The Same Thing 


46 IT is not an accident that the small 

countries of the civilized west- 
ern fringe of Europe which have 
shown the strongest moral resistance 
to international violence, are those 
which have built up over generations 
a habit of reasonableness toward 
criminals and have long ago relegated 
capital punishment to the category 
of ‘unthinkable.’ ” 

These words appear in the Howard 
Journal (organ of the Howard League 
of Penal Reform), which comments 
on the fact that for the first time in 
British prison history, discipline was 
maintained in 1935 without a single 
case of flogging. 

The journal declares that. the 
countries referred to are pre- 
paring for “constructive peace,” 
and declares that the world will 
be free when it is full of men 
and women who regard it as 
brutal sacrilege to wound, im- 
prison, and destroy human per- 
sonality. 

A plea is also made for the aboli- 
tion of capital punishment, the gal- 
lows being described as “an outward 
and deliberate expression of cruelty, 
fear, hatred, and despair—the raw 
material of war.” 


TEACHERS CONDEMN 
MILITARISM 


True Aim of Education 


“To establish a means to peace, and 
to strengthen the will to achieve peace 
in this generation” was declared to be 
the aim of true education in a 
resolution which was carried unani- 
mously at the conference of the 
National Union of Women Teachers 
at Harrogate last week. 

The resolution went on strong- 
ly to condemn such things as 
school military corps and visits 
to military tattoos. 

Miss H. R. Walmesley, who moved 
the resolution, said there must 
be a change of attitude toward 
“foreigners,” and that history must be 
taught from the point of view of the 
whole human race. The seconder. 
Miss N. Marsh, described cadet corps 
as “a complete negation of true and 
peaceful ideals.” 

Dealing with the misleading 
character of military tattoos, she 
pointed out that if these were realistic 
they would conclude with “hundreds 
of dead people lying on the field.” 


PEACE TABLEAUX IDEAS 
FOR CORONATION 


The suggestion is made in a letter 
to The Friend that the coronation 
celebrations might be made the op- 
portunity for symbolical tableaux in 
processions, so that peace sentiment 
shall have prominent expression. 

PEACE NEWS recently described 
a suggested lorry decoration that 
might be suitable, and other sug- 
gestions may be had from the 
Northern Friends Peace Board (Spring 
Bank, Rawdon, near Leeds), which 
has given the matter some considera- 
tion. But other ideas from people 
who have had experience of this sort 
would be welcome. 

It is hoped before long to issue a 
leaflet giving practical hints on the 
subject.

The End of Two Treaties 


"TWO naval trealies—the Washington Treaty of 1922 and the London 

Treaty of 1930—came to an end at midnight on Thursday of last 
Week. Until the London Naval Treaty of 1936 is ratified by Britain 
and France (America having already ratified this treaty), there is no 
technical check on increases of navies. 


_Ratification of this treaty by Britain and France is stated to be 
likely to take place when its provisions have been extended to other 
Naval Powers through bilateral pacts with Great Britain.

Ships built, building, or projected at the end of 1936, are concerned,

of film makes a box-office hit, rival 
companies are hot on the trail to pro- 
duce similar films.

The film, to be known as Three 
Comrades, \s another war drama, and 
it will be interesting to see how 
Sherriff, an author of great sensitive- 
ness and delicacy of feeling, adapts 
his contemporary’s story for the 
screen. Remarque, of course, is more 
of an impressionist, using blazing 
colours and a broad brush on a huge 
canvas. 


Sometimes I think that the screen 
has contributed little toward the cause 
of the promotion of world peace, yet 
if it only shows war as it is, the blood 
and sweat, and slaughter and futility 
of it without adornment, graphically 
enough, it will be teaching a lesson. 
Arthur Wragg does it week by week 
in PEACE NEWS. The screen is 
better able to make those pictures 
live and speak...

Doctor 
Condemns 


War 


“ IF war bieaks out, the medical 

profession will throw all its 
Weight of unselfish effort into the 
turmoil, and in the end will have done 
Nothing but help, as far as is possible, 
to clear up the mess. I want to know 
Why a great and powerful profession, 
Such as our own, should not make 
Some vivid gesture toward minimizing 


the risk of such a mess occurring at 
all.” 

These words were spoken by Dr. 
. A. Crow, in the opening remarks 
Sf an address he gave at the annual 
Meeting of the Brighton Division of 
the British Medical Association on 
eptember 24, 1936. 


The British Medical Journal has 
declined to publish this address 
{except in the form of a brief sum- 
Mary) in spite of a unanimous 
Tequest from the Brighton Division 
that it should be published in full. 
2t. Crow himself has therefore pub- 
lished it in the form of a pamphlet, 
Which he has entitled The British 
€edical Association versus The 
British Warfare Association. 


While it is arbitrary to attribute to 
any class or profession one particular 
ault or virtue, it must be admitted 
that there has sometimes seemed to 
€ reason on the side of those who 
argue that the medical profession is 
Nclined to be reactionary in its 
Political outlook. 


The charge cannot be made against 
tT. Crow, however, for his address 
‘learly exposed some of the causes of 
War which lie deep down in national 
4nd international life. What is more, 
€ brings home the responsibility of 
Ne individual; the pamphlet ends 
With these words: — 

It is the old, old conflict between 
those who would create and those 
Who would destroy, and our pro- 
fession is a poor concern if all we 
Can do is to pick up the bits and 
Pleces of a shattered world, know- 
Ing all the time that we should have 
een in the very forefront of its 
Creative force.

HAT would be the line taken 

by the B.B.C. in the event of 
war? Would it “put over” nothing 
but “doctored” news?

bulletins probably do so in a more 
critical state of mind than that in 
which they read their newspapers. 
Most newspapers have a_ particular 
political outlook. and readers do not 
often object to the general presenta- 
tion of the news reflecting that 
outlook. 


With the B.B.C., however, the case 
is different. Its policy (in theory, at 
any rate) is one of strict impartiality, 
and I must confess that, when present 
day conditions are taken into account, 
I do not feel we have too much of 
which to complain. 


By this I am not suggesting 
that we have reached anything 
like perfection, but that, in view 


of national life, things might be 
a good deal worse. 


I have heard dissatisfaction ex- 


pressed at the fact that a confessed 
imperialist is in charge of the B.B.C.’s 


News Department, but, generally 
speaking. I think it of little im- 
portance. So far as talks and so on 


are concerned, a fairly wide scope of 
views gets a share of the ether. 


WHITEHALL CONTROL? 


Recent months have seen signs of 
a desire for greater Parliamentary 
control of the Corporation, and an 
article by “a Political Correspondent” 
in The Srar last week declared that 
“important plans, whereby the B.B.C. 
would pass entirely under the control 
of the Government if war broke out, 
have lately been the subject of 
conferences between high officials of 
the Corporation and the Foreign 
Office.” 


One plan providing for such con- 
trol was stated to have been rejected 
by the Government owing to im- 
practicability. The Government were 
“not unaware,” according to the 
article, “that the British public has 
been trained, by the traditions of 
impartiality, pursued with increasing 
confidence by the B.B.C., to expect all 
sides of a case to be stated on the 
air.” 


After asserting that any future 
war would be unlikely to command 
the universal national support ac- 
corded to the last, the writer added 
the significant statement that, 


“Even if the pacifist position . . 
were not stated, it might be 
necessary to permit, for instance, 
Labour opponents of an ‘imperi- 
alist’ war, or pro-German oppo- 
nents of a warlike dispute with 
the Nazis, at any rate to put 
their case.”

How Much of Their Pay Army 
Recruits Don’t Get ? 


ATTRACTIVE promises of free 

food and accommodation are 
made to those joining the Regular 
Army. Recruits are also informed that 
their pay is I4s. per week. Not ail 
of this finds its way into the pocket 
of the soldier, however. 

The following list of official 
“stoppages” was given in a_ letter 
published in The Times a short while 
ago:— 

Washing, Is. per week. 

Barrack room damages, varying in 

amount. 

Allotment to parents. maximum 6d. 
per day. 

Alterations to uniform necessitated 
through the recruit's putting on 
weight, 4s. to 5s. during training, 
&e. 

In addition to these, there are also 


unofficial “stoppages”; these in- 
clude : — 

Sports fund subscription, 3d. per 
week. 


Sweepstakes, usually 6d. per week. 
Cleaning materials for barrack 
room, 2d. or 3d. per week. 


Regimental cane (in some units), Is. 
The letter added that “these 


unofficial stoppages are _ practically 
obligatory. as any individual who re- 


fused would render himself unpopu- 
jar with his comrades and the 
N.C.O.s. 


“The result of this is that a re- 
cruit while he is at the depot gets 
an average of 5s. to 7s. 6d. a week.”

SOCIAL CREDIT AND 
PEACE 


AT the present time the chief hin- 
drances to the satisfaction of 
human desires are economic in char- 
acter. Lack of purchasing power 
thwarts a man’s free instinctive self- 
expression in every direction. 


There can be no real clash of in- 
terests in a world where enough 
wealth is produced for everyone to 
have both the necessities and amen- 
ities of life. All that is needed is a new 
distribution of purchasing power by 
means of national dividends, so that 
all can share in the real wealth created 
by the free association of individuals 
and the pooling of brains and labour, 
both past and present. 


This real wealth (corresponding to a 
nation’s power to produce) is a com- 
mon heritage, in which every one 
should have a share independently of 
what the individual may earn by his 
own labour. When each has his 
share and holds the ticket (money) 
for obtaining the desired goods, 
now unsold, on account of the in- 
sufficient purchasing power pro- 
vided by present wages and sal- 
aries, he can have no cause for 
enmity against others or motive 
for destroying them. 

Nor will there be that discontent in 
the world which leads men to support 
war in the hope of somehow im- 
proving their circumstances, which 
cannot be made worse. Moreove1, 
when employment is no longer a 
necessity, there will be no lever by 
which governments can move the 
people into entering on warlike pre- 
parations. 

When once the “working 
classes” become solid in their 
support of peace, it will be im- 
possible for any nation to em- 
bark on another war. 

The Peace Pledge Union is needed 
now to supplement the work of the 
League of Nations, which seems to 
have no immediately practicable plan 
for furthering the cause of peace. If 
the Union were to put economic re- 
form on its programme, such practi- 
cal reform as is set out in the Social 
Credit proposals, it would be irresis- 
tible.

NATIONALIZE ARMS 
INDUSTRY 


In Return for Labour 
Support 


A “PEACE ACT.” under which it 

would be illegal for the Govern- 
ment to go to war save in accordance 
with the League Covenant and the de- 
cision of the Assembly, was one of 
the points in a policy put forward by 
a speaker at the University Labour 
Federation annual conference in 
Manchester on Saturday. 

The speaker, Mr. Mayhew of Ox- 
ford. also proposed such rearmament 
as was “necessary” to resist war if the 
peace articles were broken. 

A discussion on the Labour Party 
and the international situation was 
opened by Mr. W. Shebbeare, ex- 
chairman of Oxford University 
Labour Club. who said the Labour 
Party should exact terms, such as 
nationalization of the armaments in- 
dustry. as the price of supporting the 
Government. He considered the 
situation was dangerous owing to 
conditions within Germany. 


“If war comes,” declared a 
Leeds delegate, “we have got to 
choose when and where we 
should die, and if we are doing 
the right thing in the right place 
when we die.” He urged the 
conference to be clear as to 
the implications of any policy 
adopted. 


The danger to world peace created 
by the imperialist system was pointed 
out by Mr. Michael Hodgart of 
Cambridge, who said that if they gave 
the Government more arms they 
would be used against the Indian 
and other workers. 


INVITING CLERGY TO 
HEAR PACIFIST 
CHALLENGE 


6¢7T is increasingly urgent that 
individual Christians and the 
Church should make clear their under- 
standing of Christ’s teaching on war 
and violence. If the Church is unitedly 
to lead the world to peace, we must 
confer together now to find the way.” 
So say the Fulham group of the 
Fellowship of Reconciliation in a letter 
sent to local clergy, inviting them to 
a meeting in Dawes Road Congre- 
gational Church on Monday evening, 
at which Dr. Alfred Salter and Canon 
Stuart Morris will be the speakers. 
“Our two visitors will put before 
us the challenge to renounce the 
way of war—war for any reason, 
even defence,” continues the invita- 
tion. “It may not be possible for you 
completely to accept this challenge, 
but at least you will sympathize with 
the principle that inspires it—belief in 
the power of love.” 


NEWS 


CHINA 


The resignation of General Chiang 
Kai-shek, the Premier. was refused 
at a meeting of the Political Council 
on December 29. 

A special military court on Decem- 
ber 31 sentenced General Chang 
Hsueh-liang to four years’ imprison- 
ment and five years’ loss of civil 
rights for having held the Prime Min- 
ister in captivity at Sianfu. A_par- 
don was granted on January 3. 


DANZIG 


Fifty Nazis were imprisoned on 
December 29. It was believed that 
they were dissatisfied with Herr 
Greiser’s rule in the Free City, and 
that they had tried to form a secret 
organization. 

Herr Greiser has been informed 
that Danzig affairs will be discussed at 
the next meeting of the Council of the 
League, according to a report dated 
December 29. 


FRANCE 


The French Budget was passed dur- 
ing the early hours of January 2 
(officially still 1936), after modifica- 
tions by the Senate. An estimated de- 
ficit of about £44,000.000 is indicated 
in the Budget. 


GERMANY 


An attack on Bolshevism and criti- 
cism of the attitude of the Nazis to- 
ward the Roman Catholic Church was 
contained in a_ pastoral letter of 
German Roman Catholic bishops re- 
ported on January 4. 


GREAT BRITAIN 


The intention to transfer shell-filling 
and other explosive departments from 
Woolwich to four new arsenals was 
revealed on December 30. The new 
arsenals will be at Chorley (Lanca- 
shire), Bridgend (Glamorgan), Irvine 
(Ayrshire), and Hereford. 

A new recruiting scheme to obtain 
engineering tradesmen for the Army 
was announced on January 1. 


INDIA 


A Delhi message dated December 
29 reported that the proposed broad- 
ening of the basis of the Congress 
Party had been interpreted in some 
quarters as an indication that mass 
agitation would again be started. 

A week’s cessation of punitive 
action against tribesmen on the North- 
West Frontier was reported on 
December 31. 


LITTLE ENTENTE 


The Yugoslav Premier returned to 
Belgrade from Rumania on Decem- 
ber 28. It was reported that coopera- 
tion between the countries of the 
Little Entente had been strengthened 
by recent conversations in Rumania. 


NORWAY 


The Defence Minister stated on 
January 4 that supplies of provisions,

A statement by the Emir Abdullah 
published in a leading Arab news- 
paper on January 4 declared that the 
Arab kings wished Arabs to appear 
before the Royal Commission. The 
organizer of a recent Jerusalem strike 
movement applied to be heard by the 
Commission on January 7. 

A Jerusalem report dated January 
4 quoted the chairman of the Com- 
mission as saying that they could not 
be bound by previous interpretations 
of the mandate. 


TURKEY 
The acting Minister for Foreign 
Affairs. in a speech on December 29, 
expressed the hope that the proposed 
Yugo-Slav-Bulgarian pact would fur- 
ther promote general good will in the 
Balkans. 


Parliament 


LEGISLATION FOR 
SPECIAL AREAS 


A MONG the many Bills to be in- 

troduced in the House of Com- 
mons during the next session, which 
begins on January 19, that deaiing 
with the Special Areas is likely to give 
rise to the most controversy. 

Other important Bills which are 
awaited deal with colliery reorganiza- 
tion and the State acquisition of 
mining royalties, while a new Fac- 
tory Bill has been promised before 
the summer recess. The first Cab- 
inet meeting to be held since the 
Christmas holidays will probably take 
place on Wednesday, when Spain is 
sure to claim a large part of Minis- 
ters’ attention. 

The many matters referred to in the 
King’s Speech indicated that Parlia- 
ment will be faced with a heavy pro- 
gramme in which a good number of 
questions not mentioned above will 
also be the subject of legislation.
